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ABSTRACT 


The study examined the hypothesis that occupation and 
residence patterns present after high school graduation are generally 
predictable. The data come from a homogeneous, all white central 
Ninnesota farming community with a 1961 population of 3,300. The 
study population is the 1961 high school graduating class, who vere 
surveyed by questionnaire 10 years later. The 101 returns 
investigated 1971 occupations, place of residence, marital and family 
status, and spouse's occupation. Since the data represent the 
author's own graduating class, both an “outsider's" and "insider's" 
interpretation are used. The analysis differentiated betueen gen and 
women because societal pressures, restrictioas, and expectations 
channel the sexes in different directions. Also, high school 
activities tended to enforce sex related roles, such as in athletics, 
which is an exclusive sale endeavor, while the female supports and 
encourages such functions. The study concluded that, as a group, this 
class had more feaales than aales, and over half grew up on a fara. 
Over 50 percent of the women vere housewives; the rest were in 
professions commonly associated with their sex. Likewise, the 
majority of the nen were blue collar vorkers, conforming to 
established patterns. For residence a definite preference for the 
familiar area was displayed--3/4 of the graduates remained in 
Minnesota, although only 21 resided in their hometown. ln general, 
persons sampled were behaving in a proper, acceptable manner as 
defined by aiddle class Aperica, thus supporting the roles learned in 
their foraative years.

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The decade foliowing high schoot eradvation is particularly important 
in an American's life cyele. During this time, the individual generally leaves 
hhame and family; he passes From adolescence to adulthood and is expected to 
assure a responsibie, contributing position in society. 

Opportunities open to the eighteen-year-old after graduation include: 
additional format education, military service, joining the labor force, and 
marriage. Sociely prevides other alternatives; however, it is rigid in defining 
acceptable adulc behavior. For instance, a persen who drups out of established 
institutions may net be aecorded full adult status. This deviation has not 
attracted sufficient numbers of individuals to be considered a normal persaanent

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CHAPTER 11 
STATEMENT OF UYPOTIESTS 


Vecupatiou and restdoenuce patterns af dadividuals are directly related 
be the sectabiootion-senculduration process as their direetious are at least par- 
tially dependont on past veinforeing exsperfences., The variables examined in 
this study are: aye, sex, family background and partiedpation in various types 
of high seneoat activities. 

Age vind ses ot Che fudividual dieoct@y influence occupition and residence 
As oseediety dichates proper retes for each. The family's backsround (farm or 
Nene farm) provides different seedal and cultural kuowiedge which alse affects 
rucure trends. the tadividual's participation in high school activities not 
onty contrdibutes te his status within the sehool's sociat stratifieation structure 
ito atse supplies broadee experiences aud sechal knowledse. 

Other taetors whieb may futluenee the data yathered, but are not con- 
Sidered Gn this study, dnetwe unelear tamily differences: father's and mother's 
Occupations, Chedr deved ot termit eduention, as welloas their position within 
the compari ty 's avedal structure. Peer greups also alreecced che individual but 
thes are nec examined. the tidividual personality is dadependent, to a certain 
extent, but perlurps teas dutduential than the aforementioned variables. 

White certain taetors may be vellable indicators fer predicting Limited 
seueral expectations, ft ds ackwoneledsed that speetfic prediction of individual 
behavior ts cenmous,  Uowever, the abave ttems when applied to groups should res 


veal speetire ttermin, Whide pableras are dependent on the sovudal milieu round 
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weeamity, they are imereasingly influenced by American society as a

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CHAPTER TTI 
LIMITATIONS OF DATA 


Universal applicability of this study's conclusions is obviously problen- 
atic, This data applies to the United States and more specifically to a single 
rural community. In fact, other rural areas may differ sufficiently so conclu- 
sions fade in this study will not be relevant for them. Likewise, the number of 
individuals considered totals tO] which is smatl for reliable prediction cven 
for "identical" areas, 

The classification systems proposed, i.e. white and blue collar, service 
and non-service occupations, urban-city and urban-town, ete., arte, of course, not 
the only ones possible, although they are Felt to be the most relevant to the 
present study. 

The factor of social change also limits the application of this infermation. 
Patterns and decisions which emerge after graduation will be influenced by new 
variadles in the future. For example, it appears the military draft will no lon- 
ger be a regulating consideration for male graduates; therefore, the directions 
some choose after graduation may change. 

More difficutt to control is the possibility that patterns developed in 
the decade fullewing high school may not continue throughout a lifetime. The 
graduates! occupations and residence could change as they grow older; therefore, 
this data applies te a particular sroup of individuals at only one point in time. 

Although the above limitations are a reality, this study proposes a inode] 
whereby similar American milieux can be studivd and compared. Patcterns will 
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tinue, although they may change in the future. Therefore, as more information 


is recorded the reliability of correlations should be increased. 
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CHAPTER 1V 
ANALYSTS OF DATA 
W.l. Occupation Patterns of Female Graduates 


IV.1l.a. Introduction 

This aualysis will differentiate becween men and women because sucictal 
pressures, restrictions and expectations channel the two sexes in different 
directions. ft is evident, even in light of the 20th century Women's Liberation 
Mevenent, that a woman's role in respect to an acceptable oecupation and resi- 
dence is quite ditferent from that of a man. 

Che Piftyeseven women in this sample have encountered simi.ar sociclal 
expectations which have resulted in psychological pressure concerning their occu- 
pations and residence. The most obvious, if not the most important, is the per- 
vading attitude that a woman's role should be primarily one of support namely as 
a housewife and mother. Therefore, employment aspirations are secondarily con- 
sidered when she chooses, cither consciously or sub-conscieusly, between a prafes- 
sion or becoming a mother-housewife. Even when a career is chosen, it invariably 
conforms to standards set by seciety and rarely deviates into the male domain. 

In turn, the female's residence is yenerally dependent upon the hesdsnd's oven- 
pation and/or security which is present in their area of socialtaation-encul tura- 
tion. 

High school activities tend to enforce sex related roles. For instance, 


athletics is an exelusive male endeavor while the Female supports and enecourace = 
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such Funetions. She participates in Pep Club, Pom-Pom Ciris, and the Majorette 
and Cheerbeading statts Men techuieai’y can join seme of these fumed ions; 
however, the social disdain one would eneeunter is mere than suftictent to dis- 
courage an ablenper. 

The single athletic fanetion open anly te females was the Girl's Athle- 
tic Assectation. Tt met onee a week in the evening and Ceatured competition 
between members, They did net compete against local area bixh sehools or in 
state competition aus the ren did, uar did they vain any local recoynition other 
Me 
than mention in the hivh school yearbook, 

Band and Chorus were Gwe activities in which females were ablowed lo 
participate with sates, abthough the director or conductor was atwiys a min, 
Women took aomore active rele in chorus as they participated ino sroups, steh as 
Girl's Sextet, Qaartec, Trio, Triple Trio and the All-State Chorus. Boys could 
have participated in such preups; however, the underlying feeling was that en- 
thusiastic participation in singine should be restricted ta yirls. 

the Band, as the Chorus, had a number of male members, all of them restriet- 
ed ta the brass and sasephone woodwind seetions, In contrast, the Clarinet, 
Mixed Clarinet Quarter and Flute Trio were mide up solely of women. Band was an 
acceptitblea crvanization for beth but as dindiecated, ib alse was a senregated psreup, 

Women were invetved in speech contests, and class plivs and were members 
er the newspaper and vearbouk statis, abthoush the L9GL editor was a male. The 
Home Beonomies Club was another exelusive wom’ s orsani sat tow, Ct Cargdit stds 
required to become howsevives and mothers. 

The attitude towird women was also refleeted in the election of elass 
offfeers. Dorin the Jast three years of high school, men and women filled posi- 
tions of Vice-President and Treasurer. However, the oftices of President and Atl-

Tt appears that ia terms of ability and potential, women were as qualified 
as men to pursue careers, However, other intluencing factors, namely the posi- 
tions women assume da the job market, mast bo considered for a true understand diss 
of the situation. This consideration leads one te suspect that these women will 


contorn closetw, ta terms of G protessionu, to the traditioual sectetal pattern, 


iVid.b. Women's Family Sacksround 

Six (Corates tartiod ta respomd co the fO?b questivenaives one of them was 
deceased.  Thereture, only the Cifty-one who replied will be discussed. Thirty 
came from rural areas white Gventy-one were daughters ot urban couples.  Thts 
distinetion is tmportant because a definite difference in wortd view and life 
style exists oelween the two. Likewise, the sucial and cultural knowledse which 
may be, abo deast partiality, responsible for struckuring Limited secietal espec- 
talfons was net the same for the two svoups.

In this sfttuation, rural refers to cases where the tiumily lives ona 
Tarm and gains their livetihood by farming. Urban deseribes residence in both 
ruval and urban areas, but the people do not farm. Remember the total popu- 
lation of this town was 3,300 In L9G. The terms urban and rural will be used 


later in another context and will be redefined at that time. 


IV.l.e. Women's Qecupations in 1971 

In finht of their enculturation, it is not surprising that che seven 

wots Living on a Carm in L9?l all grew up fn that environment, none had a steady 
income, The other rural wowen (23) left the country to work or to become house= 
Wives. Seven wives were atsa employed as were the seven who remained single. 

In contrast, nine relied solely on their husband's tneome. 

On the other hand, tweuty girls from town were married fn 197, Nine of 
them also worked but the majority (1t) did not. One woman whe crew up in town 
was divoreed and a student. che above information is shown in table 1.

On the other frand, raralowirks understand fara life and accept ie more 
recdlily. Ta some cases nen-exposure te ather ways of living and the seeurity 
of continuing to exist where one feels competent and accepted contributes to 
the reasons why poophe rererin du familiar eavirenments, lowever, if environ- 
meneal and poliucion presstres mike the country setcing appear desirable and

A detailed breakdown indicating the relationship between specific 
activities and women's occupations, is contained in Table 4. It shows the 
number of years each function was participated in. The totals from this table 
are used in Tables 4 a and 4 bh. 

Nie Unemployed Housewives, Table 4 a, were active in high school 
extracurricular Cunetions and were elected to a number of positions; however, 
they did not excell in the classroom. In contrast, most Employed Women stood 
gut academically as well as participating in the other activities. For 
instance, the women in the nursing, teaching, social work and medical pro- 
fessions vere well represented overall as the nurses, by far, were the most 
involved in high school. This table also confirms the fact that country 
girls were less active during high school as wetl as assuming somewhat Less 
prestiseous positions Later in Lite. 

As indicated in Table “ b, the women who worked in 1971 were slightly 
move active during high school than those who were unemployed. There is a 
sharp contrast in this regard between the Non-Service and Service Occupations. 
Those in the latter were most involved in all activity areas as the. averaged 
{0.7 years per woman. On the other hand, women employed in non-service 
professions had the lowest overall average, 4.5, although they did well 
academicaily. Their low average resulted because a number of the feast 
active females chose such careers. 

When occupations and activities are examined, tie status professions 
which require the tost schooling and training beyond high sechoal contain 
those women who were most active duriny school. For instance, Females in 


Service Occupations achieved twice as much academically as any other group.

Rural depicts individuals who are living outside the urbav areas, earning 
thedy livelihood by farming. 

the three desianations were seleelad bo distinguish distinctive envi- 
ronments. The first includes the inner -cily, its surreunding industrial and 
suburban areas, plus outlying secters which are directly |inked to such popu- 
lation centers. As such, they have been labeled megalopolises. ln contrast, 
towns are smaller yet somewhat autonomous. While this catesory contains a 
number of types, ino seneral, they do not offer the variety of opportunities 
the city does. Rural reters to situations where the individual farm family 


exists primarily within the urban-town network. 


WV.2.b. Women's Residence Areas in 197] 

As indicated in Table 5, females who were raised on a farm were living 
in all previousty defined aveas: eighteen in the urban-city, five in the 
urban-town and seven in rural locales. While no girls brought up in town re- 
sided in the counecry, twelve setlled in a city and nine in less populated 
regions. A sivl trom town married a man who farms; however, the couple is 
nol typical sinee they do not reside on the farm. ‘They are continuing to live 
in town white he Farms. [In conclusion, wore girls Crom town remained in sim- 


ilar envireanments as hemales from the country moved Lo metropolitan areas.

lt appears that not only are more men From town later employed in 
white collar professions, they also hold the most prestigeous positions. 
Likewise, the self-employed in this category all yrew up in town in contrast 
to the blue collar situation where most of che economically independent were 
Crom the country. lowever, the industrial system directly absorbed almost 
one-third of these men. This may be attributed to their level of education 
and the comparative case of atlainins, such employment upon first exposure 


to the job-emarket. 


IV.3.d. Men's High School Activities and Occupations 

The structure ot high school activities functioned bo reinforce and 
perpetuate the males dominant societal position. For instance, athletic organ- 
izations had male members white girls supported and encouraved: football, 
basketball, baseball, wrestling, track and golf. Likewise, acceptable male 
and female aecupational pursuits were represented by the Future Farmers of 
America and the Home Economies Club. 

Student poverntrent also displayed sex divisions. From 1959-1961, 
boys were elerted Class President and All-School President. This placed men 
in two main positious of authority. It also demonstrated the girl's accepts 
auee of the situation, because their majority theorecically could have con- 
trolled an election, if they had voted as a block.

High schoul fivolvement fs not propored as a prerequfaufte, in feselt(, 
for acqulsttian ef destred and prestiyeous Joba. tlowever, Ebony prediupose 
the fadividant toward cnpapement dno aoedal dnderaekion whieh baereases His 
oxpectatlon and coubidenee level. In turn, subsequent pursutte aay reflect: 
these levels. 

A decade after sraduatton, all yraduates were behavits fit a proper, 


acceptable manner defined by middle elas Amertea. They reported themselves 


Ah 
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as bedi either employed, housewives or students. There were no hippies, 
yippies, freaks, deepouts, umemployed or any other "deviant minority’. 
They were existimes dnoa traditional amanner enforeed by past experience. 
The wonen are continuing the support roles they learned in their formative 
years and the men are assuning positions of power, authority and prestige. 
Sutticient time has elapsed for styles to emerse which may potentially 


continue thooush their diffe cycles. 


V.2. Residence Patterns 

A definite preference for the tamiliay area was displayed as three- 
fourths (82) of the wraduates remained in Minnesota. However, only twenty- 
one contitued to reside in the hometown. Limitation faclors, such as 

-employment, may have stimulated their move as the local population did not 
MaceeRss more than ten percent between 1961 and (971, Therefore, the means 
of production appear capable of supporting 3,300 people and this densily 

WE probably remain slable unless additional opportunities are introducud. 

Over half the vraduates relucated in areas with more than 50,000 
people. More women from town and men from the farm chose to migrate to the 
city. This may have been caused by the inability of the Land Lo support 
additional persons whereas urban centers are more flexible. 

ALthouyh the city provides allernatives not present elsewhere, imany 
individuals continued to live in small communities. However, only those 
whe -had been raised on a farm, used agriculture to support themselves. 

In summary, this group is residing close to their area of eneultura- 
tion pursuing familiar careers which are accessible. The women have not 
wandered far without the security of a husband and the men have generally 


depended upon the local job market for employment.
